But Sen« Richard B. Russell, 
D-Gs., a member of the Warren 
Commission, and former Kenne­ 
dy press aide Malcolm M. Kil- 
duff, while disputing commis­ 
sion findings about the shots, 
took no issue with the over-all 
commission conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald, acting alone, 
killed Kennedy. 


Life magazine, disputing find­ 
ings about the shots, called in 
this week's issue for a new in­ 
vestigation.

Connally, wounded during the 
assassination, was quoted by 
IJfe as In positive disagreement 
with commission findings about 
the shots.

Brehm said he knows nothing 
about anything that happened 
after, he said, he heard three 
rifle- shots and <aw two cf them 
hit the president. 


“These are the facts, this is 
the truth," he said of what he 
saw Nov. 22, 1963. when he took 
his son Joe, then 5, to see the 
president.

'‘When the first shot went off 
I really crdn’t think it was gun­ 
fire. He (the president) had a 
sense of humor, and when his 
hands jam* tap te thftjfctos of bis 
nock I thought ha was Snaking a 
gesture. I thought it was a back­ 
fire. 


' Then the second shot hit 
him. He went down. He just 
went down. 1 knew the sound

“It was too weird to thick that 
he was really-shot. When I real­ 
ized he had been I was trying to 
push that car to go, go. go. 


“I fell with the bov on the 
ground. The third shot really 
upect me. I knew he was hit the 
first two times but the third one 
didn’t make any sense at all." 


Brehm said, “I contend that 
the third shot went wild.”

Viet War Fight 


Dwindles Today 


SAIGON. South Viet Nam 
(AP» — U.S. infantrymen tan- 
pled with North Vietnamese reg­ 
ulars in two small new fights 
today in the central highlands 
north of the battlefield on which 
U.S. air cavalrymen took heavy 
casualties Monday. 


Units of the 25th Division skir­ 
mished with the North Vietnam­ 
ese 12 miles southwest of the 
U.S. Special Forces camp at 
Plei Djering and 13 miles north­ 
west of the Green Beret camp. 
Three North Vietnamese were 
reported killed in the first clash. 
There was no word of casualties 
in the other. 


A U.S. military spokesman 
said the North Vietnamese in­ 
flicted heavy casualties on a 
three-platoon force of about 105 
men of the U.S. 1st Cavalry, 
AtrmoMte, DtvMoa la Mondey*B 
fighting SB mtim southwest of 
Plei Djering. 


Hie spokesman ssid one pla­ 
toon — about 35 men — was 
overrun snd took the brunt of 
the cssuslties. He would not 
comment on reports that there 
were only three survivors in the 
platoon. U.S. military officials 
consistently refuse to give spe­ 
cific cssuslty figures in sny ac­ 
tion on grounds of security.

'‘There definitely was a shot 
fired from behind that fence.” 
maintains S.M. Holland in re­ 
gard to the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy 
three years ago. 


Holland, signal supervisor for 
the Dallas Union Terminal Rail­ 
road, was standing on the triple 
underpass when the presidential 
motorcade came under fire 
about a half-block away and 
heading toward the underpass. 


He said in an interview Mon­ 
day that one and possibly two 
shots were fired at tho motor­ 
cade from behind a wooden 
fence adjacent to the underpass 
and some 150 feet from where 
lie was standing. 


“Four or five of us saw it, the 
smoke." Holland said. "One of 
my employes even saw the muz­ 
zle flash." 


Watered Down 
Holland's testimony on the 
matter is in Vol. 6 of the Warren 
Commission hearings. 


“The way the Warren Com­ 
mission published my testimo­ 
ny, it was kind of watered down 
some. It made it seem that I 
wasn’t really sure whether I’d 
heard a shot from the fence. 


“But I own too many guns 
myself, and I’ve done too much 
hunting. I know a rifle shot 
when I hear one." he said. 


Asked why he thought the 
commission would delete or al­ 
ter any of his testimony, Hol­ 
land replied: "Well, obviously, 
e h a t l t o i t i eeqr psefcfcy seri­ 
ously conflicted with their offi­ 
cial Torsion.** 


Tile Warren report concluded 
that thred shots were fired et 
the motorcade, all by Leo Har­ 
vey Oswald from the Texes 
School Book Depository. That 
building is st the other end of 
the block from the overpass snd 
the wooden fence. 


Marks On Bumper 
Bullets fired from the deposi­ 
tory would hsve struck the mo­ 
torcade from behind. Shots fired 
from the fence would have come 
from the front. Shots from both 
places would have put the mo- 
torcsde in a crossfire, snd 
mesnt that more than one as- 
sasin was involved. 


Holland said he saw two mud 
msrks on the bumper of a sta­ 
tion wagon that had bean 
bscked up to the fence, when he 
ran to the vehicle immediately 
after the shooting. 


“It had rained that morning. 
If a man wanted to shoot over 
the fence, he probably would 
have bed to stand on that bum­ 
per." 


He said he noticed fresh foot­ 
prints near the station wagon 
that did not clearly lead away 
from the erea.
